You are hereby. notified to meet at Town Hall in said 
Londonderry on Tuesday, the eleventh day of March, next 
at nine of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the fol- 
lowing subjects: 


1. To choose aljl necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be nécessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appro- 
priations of the same. 


3. To raise money for the repair of roads and bridges, 
for Memorial Day, and for other articles embraced in this 
Warrant. 


4. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


5. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
sell property acquired by Tax Collectors’ Deeds. 


6. To see what rate of discount the Town will allow on 
taxes for the ensuing year. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum not exceeding $99.93 to the Merrimack Valley Region 
Association, 


8. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to 
secure the assistance of the State Tax Commission in re-— 
appraising the taxable property in the town in order to 
secure greater equality as between taxpayers, and to insure 
the assessment of all property in the town on the same 
standard of value and to raise and appropriate money to pay 
for the same. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to petition the State Tax 
Commission to have an audit made by the Division of 
Municipal Accouning and to make an appropriation to cover 
the expense of such audit. 


10. To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
appoint a Planning Board of seven members to draw up and 
present to next Town meeting a suggested zoning ordinance 
for Town of Londonderry.

14. To act on any other business that may legally come 
before this meeting and to appropriate money for same. 


15. To see if the Town will pass a resolution to author- 
ize the Selectmen to execute on behalf of the Town a stipula- 
tion as to just compensation for those roads and portions of 
roads involved in the proceeding No. 477 which are located 
in the Town of Londonderry.

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HELP YOUR FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
PREVENT FIRES—IT PAYS! 


Prevention is one of the most important phases of all fire 
effort. This is particularly true of forest fire control work. 
Preventing forest fires preserves valuable forest growth and 
other property, conserves man power and permits their use 
in productive channels, saves taxpayers’ money and conserves 
fire fighting equipment. 

The prevention of forest fires is the most important and 
difficult part of the work of your forest fire warden who 
heads a local organization set up primarily for the security 
of your community’s forest property. Appointed by the 
State Forester, upon recommendation of the Selectmen, he 
is charged by law with the responsibility of local administra- 
tion of forest fire laws, fire prevention and suppression. In 
his work he is aided by deputy forest fire wardens who, in 
emergency, may assume his power and authority. The 
warden is guided in his work by instructions received from 
the State Forester and by the District Fire Chief who repre- 
sents the State Forester. 

The importance and value of the work of the forest fire 
warden and his deputies is, perhaps, best appreciated during 
hazardous periods when fire danger is greatest. The pub- 
lic, however, looks to him at all times for speedy and eco- 
nomical suppression of going fires. 

To properly fulfill his mission, the warden needs the gen- 
erous and. understanding cooperation of the public at large. 
He attempts to secure this cooperation by the posting of 
caution notices, news items and by word of mouth, always 
carefully explaining the necessity of restrictions imposed. 
In the matter of giving cooperation, however, the public 
often fails. The record shows that an average of 7,300 
acres of woodland are burned over by forest fires in New 
Hampshire each year. Analysis of fire causes reveal the 
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fact that more than 98 percent of all forest fires are, con- 
sistently, the result of human carelessness and are pre- 
ventable. 


The careless smoker fails to properly extinguish his cigar, 
cigarette or pipe ashes or thoughtlessly throws them from 
the car window; the debris burner fails or refuses to consult 
the warden, as the law requires when the ground is not cov- 
ered with snow, before attempting to burn; campers fail to 
properly extinguish their fires or frequently build fires when 
conditions are unfavorable. 


The elimination of human causes from the forest fire 
_ problem is the answer. This is not as difficult of accomplish- 
ment as it might appear at first glance. Let each one who 
reads this— 


1. Use ordinary common sense with fire in and near 
woodland. 


2. Comply with requirements on the use of fire in and 
near woodland and when the ground is not covered 
with snow, secure written permission to burn from the 
forest fire warden. 


3. Be careful when smoking in or near woodlands. Don’t 
throw lighted material from moving vehicles. 


4. Cooperate with and assist the warden and urge others 
to do so.

Personnel 

_ The district was fortunate to retain the services of ex- 
perienced teachers at a time when the turnover in the 
teaching field was extraordinary. The interruptions in the 
educational program were with one exception negligible. 
The postponed opening occasioned a revision of the school 
calendar. The presence of the regular staff at nearly all 
sessions of the year compensated in part for the delayed 
opening. 

The enrollment for the past six years has shown a degree 
of fluctuation that makes it difficult to forecast the trend in 
the district. The following tables indicate the reason for 
the uncertainty.

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A comparison of Ist grade with the first three grades and 
total enrollments indicate that the mobility of population is 
responsible in some degree for the fluctuaion. As soon as. 
the housing situation and economic conditions stabilize the 
situation will become one that will enable the district to fore- 
see future developments in school population. National 
statistics seem to indicate a tremendous increase in elemen- 
tary grade enrollments and in all probability the district will 
reflect national conditions. 


The district can take some pride in the attitude of its: 
youngsters. The problems of discipline and juvenile delin- 
quency that are constantly in the public press are not present 
to any degree in the district. Teachers can devote a major 
portion of their time to the educative process. Results bear 
this out. The testing program indicates that the progress of 
pupils is in accord with their abilities. The only objective 
measures available indicate that your children are usually 
reading above the national norm and that the progress of 
the grades is commensurate with the grade ability. 


The book needs of the school are more or less constant. 
Normal wear requires replacement at regular intervals.. 
Normal replacement plus new acquisitions make the prob- 
lems of building adequate book supplies and a supplementary 
library a serious one. It is a long range program to provide 
for the interests and abilities of pupils that will always be 
present. This past year a set of encyclopedias were pur- 
chased for the upper grades at Morrison and No. 2. 
English texts were replaced in the upper grades at both 
buildings. In addition arithmetic books and geographies 
were purchased for various schools to augment or replace 
texts in use. The text book problem has been serious for 
two reasons. The publishers are seriously affected by paper 
supply. Quantity and quality are both inferior to the pre- 
war standards. For this reason deliveries are delayed and 
it necessitates ordering far in advance to insure delivery in 
time for anticipated use. With the motility of population 
mentioned previously this sometimes occasions problems 
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because of increased enrollments. In addition to the prob- 
lem arising from the uncertainty of delivery the advancing 
prices in the book field are creating another problem in sup- 
plying an adequate quantity and variety of texts. 

The same problem exists in the field of class room sup- 
plies. Prices have advanced more than 35% on a number 
of standard items in the past year. This is the result of 
two price increases. Fortunately orders were placed suff- 
ciently early to secure supplies at lower price levels than if 
orders were placed normally. Here again present market 
conditions have necessitated the placing of orders far in 
advance of anticipated use. This creates some problems due 
to changes in demands. The school supply houses have been 
more solicitous of meeting the needs of the schools than has 
been usual the past few years in many mercantile agencies 
so that except for a decline in quality which all regret, the 
schools have not been affected seriously; certain items have 
been unobtainable but the necessary supplies have been avail- 
able in sufficient quantity. 

The schools in general lack visual aid materials. Maps, 
charts, globes and displays of all kinds are coming back on 
the market gradually. These auxiliary teaching materials 
are a distinct asset to the teacher and should be required 
over a period of time so as to provide the best educational 
opportunity that we can. 


Building Program 

The adjourned school district meeting, following the 
recommendation of the committee, voted the purchase of 
the lot, made up of three parcels, directly back of the 
Presbyterian Church. Since that meeting legislation was 
introduced to extend the borrowing capacity of the district 
in order to be in a position to act if and when conditions are 
such that it seems wise. 

The warrant has several articles that are inserted in con- 
nection with the building program. The article that per- 
tains to the application for a loan from the Federal govern- 
ment is simply to provide available funds at no expense to 
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the district until construction starts for plans of a building. 
The articles pertaining to funds and bond issue are insert- 
ed so as to avoid the necessity of calling a special meeting if 
it is deemed advisable to begin construction. Much addi- 
tional preliminary work has to be done. Engaging the 
services of an architect, acquiring title to the land and other 
details that cannot be avoided. The special articles in the 
warrant are merely inserted to get these preliminaries out 
of the way. 


Budget 


The overall budget proposes a total increase of $2, 668. 36. 
Of this total $2,204.36 are accounted for in salary increases 
and statutory obligations connected with salary (retire- 
ment). In face of the rising levels of professional workers 
in the field of education this increase is not exorbitant. The 
balance of the increase $584.00 is observed in five items, 
transportation (increase number of transportees from No. 3 
district), elementary tuition, insurance, books and supplies. 
None of these items are increased beyond the necessary 
amounts. The decrease of $120 in three items makes the 
increase the above amount.. 

The tax levy is increased $3,668.36 due to the fact ‘that 
the cash carried over on June 30, 1946, was applied against 
the tax levy of March 1946 and so it is not available to 
apply against the tax levy this year. 

The problems of the schools in Londonderry are made 
easier of solution because of cooperative attitude of all con- 
cerned with their operation School Board, teachers, pupils, 
parents and citizens approach each problem that arises with 
an open minded attitude and seek to find the best possible 
solution. With this attitude evidenced it is a pleasure to 
attempt to provide the best educational opportunity for all 
children of the community.
